As a class, we hold a broad range of interests and opinions and so in preparing my speech, I felt uncomfortable speaking for everyone. I am talking today because I 
have eamed an honor. My class has not elected me spokesperson. I also felt inadequate offering my definition of success or my philosophy on life and on the future. Compared 
to my audience, I am young and inexperienced.

by Thorton Wilder

Could this really be our town? Gossip, snow, sports, 
young love, disappointment... sound familiar? Thorton 
Wilder wrote Our Town about Grover's Corners, a fictional 
turn-of-the-century town in New Hampshire. Here we sit 
on the opposite edge of the continent and most of acentury 
later. Our Town's winning trio of acts covers real life, over 
a span of years. And just like real life, Our Town opened 
under duress on December 1, 2 and 4; curtain was at 7:30.

If 
the kids are here to play and teachers are here to teach, 
they’re not going to get anything done... I know from 
past experience that you never see the people who retired 
five years ago, because you just don’t have the same 
things in common anymore.”
